Geologist Believes County 


Land Buyer Seeks Iron Ore 


H arrisburg, Ju n e 13 
i* -A search 
for iron ore deposits w as suggested 
today as responsible for large-scale 
.secret land purchases now underw ay 
in the Stone Jug section of Adams 
county. 
Dr 
R 
C. Stephenson, a state 
geologist, said iron ore is the m ineral 
most likely to be sought in th a t 
reg ion. 
He m ade the com m ent after learn ­ 
ing of reports of hundreds of acres 
j of m ysterious land purchases in the 
Stone Ju g section 
At 
least 
12 farm s, representing 
about LOW acres of land, already 
have been bought in th e area for 
$173,750. T he nam e of th e purchaser 
h as been w ithheld. 
S tephenson said th a t the Stone 
Jug area is in the southeastern 
triassic rock belt. He explained this 
I belt shows I a voluble indications of 


th e presence of iron ore. 
T he geologist at the sam e tim e 
recalled th a t the p attern of the land 
purchases and the core drillings in 
th e Stone Jug area closely p attern s 
sim ilar iron ore exploratory work 
now 
underw ay by the B ethlehem 
Steel com pany in the M organtow n 
region of Berks county. 
T ile steel firm conducted an air 
survey in 1948 of potential iron ore 
regions in the state. T he survey was 
carried out w ith the aid of a m agna- 
tom eter, an instrum ent w hich is able 
to detect th e presence of m etal bt - 
n e a th th e earth 's surface.
